Its  proponents 
proclaimed  the  beginning  of  a 
great  boom  in  the  economy, 
while  its  critics  proclaimed  a 
new  depression.  Neither  side 
is  correct,  obviously, 
although  I feel  NAFTA  will 
do  more  harm  than  good. 
NAFTA  is  behind  us, 
however,  and  before  us  is  the 
new  Asian  trade  agreement. 
The  countries  on  the  Pacific 
Rim  have  joined  together  to 


try  and  develop  their  own 
free-trade  zone  that  would 
have  a marked  impact  on  the 
global  economy.  The 
implications  for  Japan  and  the 
US,  two  members  of  the 
group,  are  astounding.  Our 
major  complaint  has  been 
Japanese  trade  barriers  that 
.serve  to  protect  their 
industries  and  keep  ours  out. 
Their  rice  tarriff  is  infamous 
for  keeping  the  growers  in 
Japan  afloat  when  they  could 
not  hope  to  compete  on  the 
world  market  because  of 
price.  Japan  consistently 
practices  a policy  of 
protectionism  while  dumping 
products  on  other  countries. 
The  new  trade  agreement 
would  phase  this  practice  out, 
drastically  changing  the 
world  trade  scene.  World 
trade  would  definately 
increase,  with  the  US 
standing  to  gain  much  from  an 
open  Asia.  The  US  should 
push  for  an  Asian  trade 
agreement  because  it  would 
not  only  benefit  the  US 
economy  but  the  world 
economy  as  a whole.

“There’s  a great  fog 
over  NAFTA.”,  at  least  that's 
what  a recent  Newsweek  told 
us.  Everyone  tells  us  it's  about 
jobs,  but  in  reality  the  North 
American  Free  Trade  Agree- 
ment will  mean  only  marginal 
job  losses  or  gains  in  any 
country.  Richard  Gephardt 
and  Ross  Perot,  leaders  of  the 
Anti-NAFTA  supporters, 
feared  devastating  job  losses 
to  Mexico  as  a result  of  the 
agreement.  These  two  gentle- 
men must  be  remembering 
that  between  1980  and  1992, 
386,(XX)  jobs  were  created  in 
Mexico.  They  must  have  for- 
gotten. however  that  this 
number  is  only  2%  of  the  jobs 
created  in  the  U.S.  during  that 
same  time.  The  immediate 
impact  of  NAFTA  will  be 
small. 

Labor  is  not  signifi- 
cantly cheaper  in  Mexico  than 
the  U.S.  Mexican  companies 


are  required  to  provide  work- 
ers with  free  lunches  and  long, 
paid  vacations. 

This  is  just  one  mis- 
conception about  N.A.F.T.A. 
Through  an  open  trade  agree- 
ment  with  Mexico  and 
Canada  (don't  forget  they're 
in  North  America  too)  the 
United  States  makes  a state- 
ment of  national  self-  confi- 
dence. We  are  befriending 
our  neighbors  to  the  south 
with  hopes  of  improving  their 
standard  of  living,  trade  ca- 
pabilities. as  well  as  improv- 
ing global  trade  appeal. 
NAFTA  won’t  hurt!  One  of 
the  most  promising  benefits 
of  the  agreement  will  be  the 
almost  certain  decrease  in  the 
burdensome  immigration 
nuissance. 

After  so  much  harsh 
criticism  in  all  of  the  debate. 
I’d  like  to  offer  some  opti- 
mism. It  was  astounding  how 
fervently  the  nation  poured 
out  interest  in  this  seemingly 
minor  issue.  TTie  people  of 
our  great  country  should  be 
praised  for  passionately 
standing  behind  their  beliefs.

Robert  Patrick.  Two 
first  names. . .weird.  Actually, 
Mr.  Patrick  seems  to  be  a Re- 
naissance man.  He  possesses: 
an  erudite  foundation,  a pas- 
sion for  the  arts,  the  motivation 
to  succeed,  and  a realistic  con- 
cept of  his  place  and  his  mis- 
sion, The  father  of  a bright, 
athletic,  musical  eighth  grader 
at  Harpeth  Hall,  and  the  hus- 
band to  a caring  and  intellec- 
tual wife,  Mr.  Patrick  is  a fam- 
ily man.  as  well.  His  kind  and 
compassionate  demeanor  and 
his  carefully  constructed  sen- 
tences depict  a man  who  has 
enjoyed  a variety  of  experi- 
ences and  gained  something  of 
value  from  all  of  them. 

He  places  a high  pri- 
ority on  learning  from  one’s 
own  experiences.  As  a fresh- 
man out  of  Kenyon  College, 
he  travelled  through  France  for 
a year,  reading  and  playing  the 
guitar.  Then  his  uavels  brought 
him  back  to  the  States, where 
he  drove  a uiick  for  Coca- 


Cola®,  taught  tennis,  joined 
the  army,  spent  a year  and  a 
half  in  Miopia,  and  then  fin- 
ished his  studies  at  Kenyon. 
Upon  his  graduation,  he  mar- 
ri^  Martha  Steams,  an  Ameri- 
can Studies  major  at  Smith 
College.  From  his  experiences 
teaching  at  such  schools  as  the 
Taft  School  and  Durham  Acad- 
emy, he  developed  a propen- 
sity for  the  unpredictable.  This 
taste  for  the  unexpected  led  him 
to  law  .school,  but  after  two 
years  of  intense  study,  he  real- 
ized that  he  had  no  desire  to 
deal  with  the  intricacies  of  the 
law.  He  acquired  his  law  de- 
gree with  no  intention  of  ever 
practicing  law. 

One  of  Mr.  Patrick’s 
favorite  and  most  rewarding 
jobs  consisted  of  designing, 
marketing,  and  implementing 
a summer  program  for  Lake 
Forest  Academy.  He  was  a.sked 
to  create  a summer  program  for 
failing  students.  He  realized 
the  need  for  adiffercnt  approach 
to  the  material,  because  he 
“doubted  that  students  who  had 
been  unsuccessful  for  nine 
months  of  typical  class  experi- 
ences were  likely  to  perform 
much  differently  in  yet  another 
month  of  the  same  approach.” 


With  this  principle  in  mind,  he 
designed  a program  in  which 
the  unsuccessful  student  was 
paired  with  a graduate  student. 
This  program  provided  an  ideal 
learning  environment  without 
peer  distractions,  for  the  stu- 
dent was  secure  in  the  knowl- 
edge that  his  or  her  graduate 
student  or  teacher  would  en- 
courage him  intellectually  and 
provide  him  with  a specific 
study  program.  Indeed,  the 
results  were  spectacular  in  this 
“environment  of  balanced  rec- 
reation and  cultural  stimula- 
tion.” 

His  main  reason  for 
moving  to  Nashville  and  leav- 
ing an  already  prosperous  ca- 
reer at  Durham  University  was 
to  have  a chance  to  work  with 
Dr.  Paschall.  Montgomery 
Bell’s  tradition,  facilities,  tal- 
ent, and  family  support  were 
other  factors  that  influenced  his 
decision.  He  also  found  that 
the  range  of  the  school’s  aca- 
demic and  physical  facilities, 
along  with  the  school’s  ability 
to  provide  good  college  prepa- 
ration for  a wide  range  of 
student's  capabilities.  The 
blending  of  traditional  prep 
school  curriculum  with  our  fine 
arts  program,  which  is  unique

The  novices  have  an 
equally  impressive  record,  clos- 
ing out  the  final  rounds  of  the 
Decatur  and  John  Carrol  tour- 


naments, as  well  as  reaching 
the  Quarters  and  Final  round  of 
the  prestigious  Glenbrooks.  As 
for  the  whole  team,  the  most 
successful  outing  proved  to  be 
the  Homewood  Patriot  Clas- 
sic. Having  won  the  varsity 
and  novice  policy  divisions  and 
seeingJim  Miller  in  Var- 
sity L-D  and  Ben  F^irser 
in  Novice  L-D  reach  the 
quarters  round,  the  team 
watched  Mr.  Tate  re- 
ceive a real  nifty  paint- 
ing as  the  2nd  overall 
award. 

In  January.  MBA  will 
host  the  Southern  Bell 
tournament,  which  is 
ranked  among  the  three 
most  prestigous  tourna- 
ments in  the  nation. 
Competition  includes  the  Var- 
sity Policy  division  and  the  Na- 
tional Lincoln-Douglas  Round 
Robin  with  competitors  from 
as  far  as  California.

in  his  decision.  Although  Mr. 
Patrick  was  reluctant  to  leave 
Lake  Forest  Academy,  he  de- 
sired a “balance  of  teaching 
English  and  administrating,”  a 
balance  no  longer  possible  at 
Durham  University.  He  found 
that  M.B.A.  was  an  opportu- 
nity “to  take  advantage  of  some 
excellent  school  and  commu- 
nity resources  to  establish  a 
mt^el  college  counseling  pro- 
gram” as  well  as  providing  him 
with  the  balance  he  sought.  Mr. 
Pauick  prides  being  exposed  to 
the  students  on  a very  personal 
level:  “I  can  woric  closely  with 
students  and  families,  serve  as 
a resource  and  advocate,  and 
have  students  see  me  as  some- 
one who  is  on  their  side  rather 
than  as  an  authority  figure.” 

Mr.  Patrick’s  ap- 
proach is  similar  to  his  life  in  a 
number  of  ways.  He  challenges 
the  student  to  think  indepen- 
dently, to  develop  a set  of  per- 
sonal criteria  concerning  what 
he  desires  in  a college.  He 
looks  at  the  student’s  criteria 
and  finds  colleges  that  are  tai- 
lor-fitted to  the  student’ s needs. 
Stressing  experience  as  a test 
“to  discover  whether  the  ‘fit’ 
feels  right,”  Mr.  Patrick  pnv 


motes  college  visits.  “Don’t 
tru.st  rankings  in  acollege  guide- 
book or  popular  feeling  for  in- 
formation on  college;  instead 
go  and  experience  the  college 
for  yourself,”  Mr.  Patrick  says. 
The  need  for  seriousness  as  well 
as  levity  is  also  neces.sary  in  the 
stressful  application  process. 
Mr.  Patrick  wants  students  to 
learn  to  strike  a balance  be- 
tween being  busy  and  being 
challenged.  He  advises  stu- 
dents to  choose  difficTilt  courses 
because  they  interest  them,  not 
just  to  receive  AP  credit. 

Mr.  Patrick  also  feels 
that  adaptability  is  the  key  to 
the  ever-changing  job  market 
To  gain  adaptability,  versatil- 
ity is  important  as  well:  to  be 
prepared  for  a set  of  careers  is 
imperative  in  this  day  and  age. 
He  cites  that  many  young 
people  today  change  careers 
six  times  and  eighty  percent  of 
available  jobs  are  not  adver- 
tised. Each  student  must  be 
able  to  compute,  organize,  ana- 
lyze. and  synthesize  informa- 
tion to  flourish  both  in  college 
and  in  one’s  career.  Thus  di- 
versity and  adaptability  seem 
to  be  the  key  to  success  for  Mr. 
Pauick,  our  Renaissance  col- 
lege counselor  at  M.B.A.

When  Garth  Brooks 
signed  his  first  record  con- 
tract several  years  ago.  Nash- 
ville finally  awoke.  Epito- 
mizing the  new  country  star  - 
bright,  handsome,  and  raised 
on  early  rock  and  roll.  Brooks 
became  an  instant  success. 
Not  since  Urban  Cowboy  had 
country  music  demanded  such 
attention,  and  never  before  had 
it  captured  as  wide  an  audi- 
ence. For  many  different  rea- 
sons, the  past  few  years  have 
marked  a rebirth  of  country 
music  and  its  permanent  in- 
duction into  American  popu- 
lar culture.  Most  appealing 
about  the  new  wave  of  coun- 
try music  is  its  distinct  sound. 
Today’s  music  blends  the 
drum  and  electric  guitar  with 
the  more  traditional  sounds  of 
the  steel  guitar,  fiddle,  and 
banjo.  Lyrically,  it  empha- 
sizes broken  hearts,  hard  work, 
and  g(XKl  times  that  appeal  to 
all  ages  and  backgrounds. 
There  is  no  headbanging,  lip- 
syncing, or  “cop-killing.”only 
simple,  well-written  lyrics  put 
to  ear-catching  harmonies.  A 
second  reason  for  the  renais- 
sance of  country  music  is  the 
appeal  of  the  singers  them- 
selves. Country  music  sing- 
ers are  not  icons,  but  normal, 
everyday  people.  Though 
many  are  quite  rich,  hand- 
some. and  famous,  they  are 
not  out  of  touch.  For  example, 
at  Fan  Fair  in  July,  one  can 


personally  meet  all  his  favor- 
ite singers  in  a single  day. 
Inside  Nashville’s  many  res- 
taurants, mu.seums,  and  bars, 
one  can  frequently  spot  them 
enjoying  their  free  time  like 
everyone  else.  Unlike  Michael 
Jackson  or  Madonna,  country 
music  singers  are  seen  as  nor- 
mal. friendly,  and  human.  Fi- 
nally. country  music  has 
achieved  great  success  due  to 
the  outstanding  business  sense 
of  the  singers,  songwriters,  and 
record  companies.  Seeing  the 
enormous  success  of  Garth 
Brooks.  Clint  Black,  and  “the 
new  country  around.”  the  in- 
du.stry  has  rushed  to  find  new' 
stars,  make  new  records,  and 
write  new  songs,  all  in  the 
new  mold.  Travis  Tritt.  Billy 
Ray  Cyrus,  and  Alan  Jackson, 
just  to  name  a few.  have  all 
capitalized  on  the  new  inter- 
est in  country  music.  Singers 
like  Brooks  and  Trisha 
Yearwood  have  used  their 
business  and  commercial 
backgrounds  to  sell  more 
records  and  attract  more  fans. 
Record  companies.too,  have 
capitalized,  flooding  newspa- 
pers. magazine  covers,  and 
television  with  the  faces  and 
names  of  their  new  stars. 
Many  people  are  bored  with 
rap  and  rock  and  are  seeking  a 
new  sound.

Despite  its  small  num- 
ber of  players,  the  team  is  not 
lacking  in  spirit.  Look  for  an- 
other exciting  year  of  Big  Red 

basketball. 

On  November  23.  the 

1993-94  Big  Red  Basketball 
Team  kicked  off  its  regular 
season  schedule  with  a trip  to 


Stratford  High  School.  The 
team  started  off  impressively, 
nearly  shutting  out  the  Spar- 
tans in  the  first  quarter  of  play. 
The  Spartans  battled 
back,however.  narrowing  the 
Big  Red  margin  to  eight  points 
in  the  fourth  quarter.  In  the 
end,  MBA  prevailed  by  a score 
of  72-59  with  the  help  of  ex- 
cellent team  defense  and  accu- 
rate free  throw  shooting. 


During  the  Thanks- 
giving Break,  the  team  hosted 
and  competed  in  the  Keysear 
Invitational  Tournament.  In 
its  first  matchup.  MBA  faced  a 
highly  touted  White  House 
squad,  a team  that  was  ranked 
2nd  in  the  midstate  in  Class 
A A.  The  Red  massacred  the 
opponents  by  a score  of 96-63. 
Ben  Corbett  ripped  an  incred- 
ible seven  3-pointers,  on  his 
way  to  30  points.  The  next  foe 
in  this  tournament  was  the  de- 
fending state  champions, 
David  Lipscomb.  Despite  get- 
ting off  to  a slow  start,  the  Big 
Red  began  to  find  the  mark, 
and  gained  the  lead  at  the  inter- 
mission. Lipscomb  rallied 
early  in  the  second  half,  but 
MBA  was  too  much,  as  the 
team’s  sharpshooters  com- 
bined for  14  3-pointers  in  an 
86-65  victory.  In  the  final,  the 
Red  was  pitted  again.st  the  pe- 
rennial powerhouse  Oakland. 
The  game  was  close  through- 
out, but  MBA  came  up  short, 
suffering  its  first  defeat  of  the 
sea.son  (60-5 1 ). 

After  the  break,  MB  A 
journeyed  to  Hillsboro  in  its 
first  district  matchup  of  the 
season.  After  jumping  out  to 
an  early  18-point  lead,  the 
Burros  closed  the  gap  to  just 
five  points  with  three  minutes 
to  play.  Once  again,  free  throw 
shooting  was  the  key  in  this 


80-71  triumph. 

Next,  MBA  traveled 
to  Marist  High  School  in  At- 
lanta to  face  Bay  lor  and  Cleve- 
land. Baylor  came  out  gun- 
ning, as  they  canned  ten  3- 
pointers  against  the  Big  Red. 
MBA  overcame  Baylor's  ac- 
curacy with  team  defense  and 
strong  inside  play  by  Will 
Coles.  Coles  paced  the  team 
by  posting  an  impressive  triple- 
double ( 1 4 points,  1 0 rebounds, 
and  10  blocked  shots).  An 
athletic  Cleveland  squad  was 
next  on  the  agenda.  Intensity 
was  the  story  in  this  game; 
MBA  began  strong 
and  embarrassed 
Cleveland  with  a 34- 
point  victory. 

The  follow- 
ing Tuesday,  MBA 
faced  Whiles  Creek  at 
the  Creek  in  an  all  im- 
portant district  show- 
down.
